Barker's Idea of Getting Both 
Metals for Circulation. 



Tha United States to Admit Silver 
Bullion From American Mines

lat is your proposal, Mr. TJarker?" 
"My proposal is as follows: 
"i That the United States shall ad- 
mit silver bullion from American mines 
to coinage in its mints upon the pay- 
ment by the owner of a seigniorage 
absorbing three-fourths of the differ- 
ence between the London market price 
of the bullion and its value when 
coined. 

"8. The foreign silver bill shall be 
admitted only for coinage purposes, at 
a seigniorage absorbing all of the dif- 
ference between the London market 
price and it* valve when coined. This 
plan would re-establish at onus a bi- 
metallic monetary system for and by 
the United 8tates. It recognizes and 
meet* the dangers that beset in- 
dependent action by the United States, 
and It would soon re establish the 
equality of the legal and commercial 
value of gold and silver, and provide u 
proper and regular addition to the 
money of the country.

Resolutions Adopted by tho Commlai 
•rs' Convention at Milwaukee. 

Mit.wAuna, Wis., Dee. »1.-The fol- 
lowing resolutions were adopted Thurs- 
day by the commissioners of state 
homes for veterans: 

Whereas, The state soldiers' homes 
liuve not the facilities and police regu- 
lations and sentiment for the care of 
incorrigible drunkards, and, 

Whereas, The national homes have 
provided, by rule, that no member of a 
state home can be admitted to a na- 
tional home until he has been dis- 
charged from a state home for at least 
six months; therefore 

Resolved, That the board of mana- 
gers of the national homes be snd they 
are hereby respectfully requested to 
make such changes in the rules as will 
permit national homes to receive such 
persons, regardless of the time when 
they were discharged from state 
homes 

The committee's recommendations 
on pensions were adopted as follows: 

That congress be asked to enact a 
law which will allow boards of mana- 
gers of the several state homes to con- 
trol the pensions of those who are ad- 
mitted to those homes.

Emperor of China Sends Com- 
missioners to Japan. 



They Have Sueh Powers of Concession 
as Will Stop Hostilities. 



'stalls Are Not Olvon of Tholr Author 
But It Is Presumed In Diplomatic Cir- 
cles That Concession* Asked for 



London, Deo. 21. — Important 
patches were received here Thursday 
night from Tokio, indicating clearl. 
that practically the war between Chin 
and Japan has ended. Whatever in 
structions have been conveyed to the 
commanders of the respective military 
and naval forces from the governing 
powers of the two empires is not told 
in the advices, but assurances are g 
in quarters known to be thoroughly 
cognizant of diplomatic affairs 
that the emperor of China 
been prevailed upon to ha 
commissioners to Japan, and that these 
envoys have such powers of concession 
as will without doubt enable them to 
bring about an immediate and thor- 
ough end of hostilities. The details of 
their authority are not given, but the 
presumption Is not ignored in diplo- 
matic quarters that the concessions 
asked by tha Japanese government 
have met with the acquiescence of the 
reigning powers of China. 

Washinuton, Dec. 21.— The late hour 
at which cable advices from London 
were received in this city Thursday 
night, indicating at least a cessation 
of hostilities in the feud between Japan 
and China, precluded a very thorough 
canvass of diplomatic quarters as to 
the tenor of advices received bv the of- 
ficials of foreign governments. 

While some of the ambassadors were 
courteously willing to be interviewed 
| s to Information received by them, no 
one could say more than that the latest 
advioes In their possession would lead 
to hopes of a very early peace between 
China snd Japan. Direct questions as 
to the subject matter of any advices 
they had Thursday were evasively met, 
but the reticence was net so complete 
as to in any particular lessen the im- 
portance of the London dispatch 
showing the nearness of a peaceful 
solution of the question between the 
contending powers.

A special from Frankfort says the full 
scope of Judge Pryor's recent opinion in 
the case of Comtnonwenltb vs. Addams. 
Clerk of the Court of Appeals, was not 
known till the text of the decision was 
given out. 

Under it a large number of county 
officers are put In a sad predicament in 
regard to the very Important matter of 
salaries to themselves and deputies. 

Other complications are also likely to 
ensue as a result of the construction of 
Section 346 of the present Constitution. 

The suit was brought by Clerk of the 
Court of Appeals Addams to determine 
the authority of the Court for fixing the 
salaries of hie deputies. The section of 
tho Constitution which came up for con 
struction in the case provides, In sub 
stance, that the salary of no public official, 
except tho Governor, sbill exceed f 5.000 
compensation for official services, exclu- 
of salaries to be paid to their depu 
tics and assistants as shall be fixed by 
law. 

The Court, in au opinion by Judge 
Pryor, holds that it was the business of 
the Legislature under this section to fix 
the salaries of deputies, and the statute 
delegating that authority to the Court of 
Appeals was thought unconstitutional 
and void. 

This construction will extend to the 
cases of Jailers, Sheriffs, Clerks, Assess 
ors and other county officers, as well as 
city officers, who have deputies, and it is
